ALL OF A KIND. 


The Senate has re-inserted in the immigration 
bill the clauses which provide that an immigrant 
from any other part of the Empire may be de- 
ported if he takes part in a movement to up-set 
constitutional authority in Canada. It was little 
to the credit of the House of Commons that these 
clauses in th former law were dropped, and pro- 
portionately commendable on the part of the Sen- 
ate to replace them. A ‘‘red’’ who happens to 
come from Great Britain or other part of the Em- 
pire is no better citizen than the one who comes 
from Russia, and if the country is entitled to gct 
rid of the one it is equally entitled to send the 
other whence he came. 


BREAKING AWAY. 


One Progressive member of parliament froin 
Gritish Columbia announces that he will vote for 
the budget and against the party amendment 
Tle is probably the first of a number of his party 
representatives from that province and from On- 
tario who will make similar explanatory state- 
ments before the vote comes. In any case it is 
safe guessing that enough of the party will bolt 
when the division is called to make sure that the 
Government will come through with a sufficient 
majority. For two.. reasons. One is that the 
Ontario and British Columbia Progressives are 
neither free traders nor aggressive low tariff ad- 
vocates. The other is that the Progressives are 
no more anxious for a general election than either 


of the other parties. 


THE MISSING MALCOLM. 

Mr. Malcolm Bruce, who is wanted by the 
Nova Scotia police to answer a charge of usin, 
seditious language, appeared in Toronto just long 
enough to get nominated for the local Legislature, 
and then vanished again. It has been denied that 
he used the language complained of, but his con- 
duct suggests strongly that he did and that the 
use of it can be proven. If the Ontario police are 
not all busy trying to round up that twenty-year- 
old boy at North Bay they would do well to hunt 
down this typical radical and hand him over to 
the officials of the maritime province. He and his 
kind should be taught that Canada is not Ireland, 
and that the ‘‘dissident’’ minority cannot set the 
law and its officers at defiance. 


STARTING THE TROUBLE. 

The Lausanne conference seems to have de- 
veloped into a board of international arbitrators to 
keep the peace between the Greeks and Turks, 
with rather more than an even chance that the 
belligerents will ignore the pacificators and pro. 
ceed to fight. Just why, except that both parties 
have their blood up, it is not easy to see. The 
Turks demand reparation from Greece, which the 
Greeks say that do not owe, and which they could 
not pay anyway. Of all thinly-disguised reasons 
for going co war the hope of collecting indemni- 
ties from a bankrupt antagonist is probably the 
most foolish. Still, the Turks having been re- 
admitted to Europe and recognized to have 
sovereign rights there, they cannot very well be 
prevented starting a war if they feel inclinod, 
which they usually do. The crime and folly of 
allowing them to get across the Dardanelles,agnin 
will have to be paid for, and perhaps if Kurope 
has to start paying now it will muster up spuuk 
enough to kick them out for good. 


GOOD NEWS FROM OTTAWA. 

Alderman Blatchford brings back the cheering 
news that the Edmonton delegation got a favorable 
reception at Ottawa, and are certain that a clean- 
ing elevator will be established in the city. That 
will be welcome assurance to all who are inter 
ested in the possibility of shipping Alberta grain 
to the world markets by the cheapest route, and 
in keeping the weed seeds and other refuse at. 
home to feed to live stock. It would be cheaper 
to ship grain via the Pacific,route in any case; but 
if only the grein is shipped the net returns to the 
grower will be larger, while the elevator sereen- 
ings will be available at minimum cost for the 
production of pork, mutton and beef. To Edmon.- 
ton and the country adjacent to it the live stack 
industry is'a more permanently important line of 
farming than the growing of grain for export.

Of 
those who did go to the polls, more than two- 
thirds voted approval of the proposed hospital ex 


penditures and the widening of Norwood Houle- 


vard. Less than two-thirds endorsed the school 
bylaw, but as the city solicitur has decided that a 
straight majority only is required to sanction 
school board capital expenditures, this measure is 
also carried, The entire pragram is thus given 


the required measure of consent, and all the pro- | 


jected undertakings may be proceeded with. The 
result will be to create a considerable amount of 
work for Dricklayers, carpenters and other classes 
of builders, and ito stimulate business among the 
dealers in materials; a fact which was quite con- 
spicuously emphasized as an argument for rati- 
fication of the bylaws, and which undoubtedly 
had something to do with the result of the vote. 

_ A most regrettable feature of the referendum 
is the small vote polled. Whether the unpolled 
vote would have been favorable or unfavorable is 
unknowable and does not matter. The fact that 
80 many property-owners did not take the trouble 
to go to the booths cannot by any sort of reasoning 
be construed to indicate a general interest in the 
cutcome. In part this popular indifference may 
have ‘been due to failure of the municipal bodies 
and the newspapers to take sufficient means to 
arouse attention jn the proposals. But, allowing 
for that, the fact was certainly known by every 
resident ratepayer that a vote was to be taken; 
and that the result of it would be to permit or 
prevent the addition of $435,000 to the municipal 
debt for purposes which were set out with suffi- 
cient clearness, 

_ It has to be supposed on any occasion of the 
kind that the great majority of those who are 
keenly interested in the passing of tho bylaws 
find their way to the polls, and that those who are 
actively opposed also make it a point to record 
their tallots. The only inference is that three- 
quartérs of the taxpayers either did not particu- 
larly care whether the bylaws carried or not, or 
that they would not under the existing conditions 
vote to increaso their tax bills but did not feel 
disposed to turn down projects which council and 
school board said were necessary. Neither explana- 
tion suggests a very healthy concern in civic af- 
fairs, The attitude is too nearly that of leaving the 
city to run itself. It is fair to say that the by- 
laws carried by default, and that this considerable 
addition to the general debt—wise or unwise—is 
to be made without any expression of opinion 
from more than seventy-five per cent. of those 
who will have to help pay the bills. 

It certainly cannot be claimed that anything 
in the result reflects niggardliness on the part of 
the taxpayers. They did not stay away from the 
polls in order to defeat the bylaws. The bulk of 
the favorable vote is always polied, and organized 
effort was made to get out the supporters of at 
least some of the bylaws. If those who did not vote 


had been anxious to defeat the proposals they 
would have gone to the polls and done it. By 
staying home they gave the council and the 


school board the benefit of the doubt, took their 
word for the necessity or wisdom of the expendi- 
tures, and allowed the actively favorable minor- 
ity to bring in the verdict. Whatever else that 
involves, it does not convict the mnon-voter of 
hostility to any and all capital expenditure for 
whatever purpose. Oonsidering the confiscatory 
height to which taxation has risen, the unsatis- 
factory business conditions, and the financial posi- 
tion of the city, that negative virtue is at least 
commendable. The wonder is that the property- 
owners have not long ago lined up in aggressive 
opposition to any further additions to the burden 
with which they are loaded. That they have not 
done so is a tribute to their practical good sense 
and civie patriotism.
